The excavators who recovered the dcad 
bodies believe that the two, who were the 


victims of the first acident, must have 
been on the third floor with their line of 
hose, and that the floor fell through to the 
second. At the time of the coliapse otf 
the entire building it is believed that they 
were on the second floor, covered with the 
debris from the floor above. The falling 
walls and upper floors then forced them 
into the basernent, which was filled with 
debris for several feet under their bodies. 

The. first body that of Dundon, at 
8 o'clock, was farther to the frant, indi- 
cating that -the.five rescuers had not 
reached their two buried comrades. 

As Assistant Chief Thierry was believed 
to have been in. the lead, the searcaers 
continued the hunt for his body near the

“Matter of ethics or of law?”

I 
favored it because it would kill the disease 
germs. Had there been any other known 
means of doing that, as there is now, I 
Should have been for any of them. We 
have got beyond the Merz process now. 


HISTORY OF THE BILL. 

_ Not a half year has gone since the pas- 
wage of the garbage reduction bill by the 
Municipal Assembly. By means of this bill 
ithe St. Louis Sanitary Co., said to be only 
another name for Ed Butler, was able to 
‘cinch’ St. Louis in its evil-smelling grasp 
n a contract in which tt practically dic- 
ated its own terms. . | 

At the time of the passage of the bill it 
Was openly stated in St. LouiX by men who 
Were in a position to know that Ed Butler 
Pngineered every move in the legislative 
proceedings in the House of Delegates. - 
Many members of that body owed their 
homination and election to Butler, and 
many were said to be under financial obli- 
sations to him. It has. not been publicly 
stated that actual cash passed between 
Butler and members of the House of Dele- 
sates for that service.

Chief Swingley ordered his men from 
their pipes and engines and put them to 
work digging in the debris for the men 
who had been caught. ; 

How many were in the ruins was not 
known.

Darkness handica the reseuers in 
their work. The groans of their comrades 
in the debris were théir guides. 

Soon Manager Wiliam Garen of the Grand 
Opera House sent calcium lights to the 
scene at the solicitation of Assistant Chief 
of Detectives James H. Smith.

LEARNED MEN WERE BURIED. 

“On the sidewalk we heard that the root 
had carried one or two floors with it, and

As we passed through the doorway into 
the short vestibule leading to the steps of 
the awning company establishment, he 
said:

I was then within two 
feet of the chief. 

‘Found anything?’ I asked. 

‘Not yet,’ he answered. ‘You better take 
these frames to the street.’ 

“ “All right,’ I said, then added, ‘Yoy bet- 
ter look out.’ 

“I’m all right, Billy,’ he returned. 

“As he turned away there came a sharp 
crack and an awful roar all around us. I 
saw the chief's light snuffed and the white 
overcoat go down Before I could realize 
what it meant the man who had been work- 
ing behind us was whirled over me and past 
me down the stairway, and I went tumbling 
after him. 

“Bricks, dirt and fron were flying in 
every direction. It seemed’ to me as it 
I was being stoned and beaten by a thou- 
sand men.

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Was Constructed After the Style of 
a Quarter of a Cen- 
tury Ago. 

The wrecked building, 312 and 314 Chestnut 
street, was five stories high, and was occu- 
pied by the American Tent and Awning 
company, by Herman Ruppelt, a printer, 
and by Charles Blumerberg, a restarauteur. 

Blumenberg's restaurant was at 312, on 
the first floor, and Ruppelt’s prin @ g office 
was on the floor above. The rest of the 
building, on both sides, was occupied by the 
awning concern. 

A freight elevator was at the southwest 
corner of the building. A par&tion in the 
center separated the awing establishment 
from the restaurant. Doors afforded com- 
munication between the east and west sides 
on the upper floors. 

Two-thirds of the way to the rear was a 
vault, extending to the top floor. This 
served as the central pillar and chief sup- 
port of the structure. 

The buildf!nmg was built by Dr. J. H. Mce- 
Lean, who was its first occupant. He sold 
it to Otto Wilhelmi, an architect, with 
offices in the Granite building. Mr. Wilhelm{ 
sold it two years ago to Henry W. C. Block 
of 1804 Warren street. 

“The building was about 30 years old,” 
said Mr. Wilhelmi Wednesday. “After Dr. 
McLean moved out, the tent and awning 
company moved in, and later the Tribune, 
a German afternoon newspaper. The paper 
was replaced three years ago by a restaur- 
ant. : 

“It was a six-story building, and was con- 
sidered substantial. It was as strongly 
built as most buildings of the same period. 
Up to the time of the awning company's 
fire, two years ago, no important changes 
were made in its construction. 

“The fire damaged the west half of the 
bullding extensively, especially on the up- 
per floors, and we decided to reduce the 


height af the,;building from six stories to 
five, which was done. A vault, in the rear, 
was removed, but not all the way down. 

“I sold the building because I| considered 
the awning company a very dangerous ten- 
ant, especialiy in winter, when they kept 
the upper stories packed with tent cloth 
and awnings. 

“I do not think that any defect tn the 
building caused the floors io fall. It must 
have been the fire. Of course, the awnings 
were a heavy weight, and it is possible that 
when they became saturated with water, 
they might have been too heavy for the 
floor to sustairi. 

“Il always thought the building safe, and 
do not understand its sudden collapse.

It looked like a very ordinary fire at 8:30 
o'clock, with no cause for apprehension. 
Shortly before that time the rear portion 
of the fourth floor was blazing, apd the root 
had caught. Flames were pouring out of the 
windows on the south side of the building, 
but in less than 10 minutes they were con- 
qifered by a stream of waiter thrown into 
the fourth floor from the corresponding 
floor of the building to the north. The wa- 
ter would come through the flames that 
poured from the south side windows in 
giant puffs of steam. In a short time the 
flames died down and were extinguished. 

Then the glare of flames shone through 
the windows of the top story on the Chest- 
nut street side, and little tongues of fire 
licked their way up to the cornice, which 
was blazing in spots. Still, at that time, 
it was by no means 4 doomed building. 
Spectators commented on the fact that the 
fire department now had it well under con- 
trol. 

Several streams of water were being 
poured into the fire from the north and 
west sides from the windows of nearby 
buildings. The water tower stood against 


the curb on the opposite side of Chestnut 
street, and an ineffective stream of water 


was being thrown against the front of the 
building from the Siamese nozzle. It lacked 
power to carry. In the middle of the street 
was a ladder truck. At the northeast carner 
of the building and close to the curb stood 
a fire engine working furiously, filling the 
whole street with smoke and sparks. The 


ladder was raised in the middle of the 
mene and a fireman climbed slowly to the 


top of it, dragging a pipe up with him. 
When he got to the very top and was on 
a level with the windows of the top floor 
he waved his arm and a stream of water 
shot from the hose into the building. This 
was the lay of the land two or three 
minutes before the heap of rotten brick and 
mortar collapsed. . 


The Broken Hose— 
An Incident. . 

Directly in front of the building and near 
the curb on the east side of the street a 
coupling broke in a line of hose stretched 
along the street, and so powerful was the 
flow of water from it that it began to 
thrash around in the street, throwing a 
stream in a circle horizontally and about 
knee high. The crowd of policemen, report- 
ers and spectators who had been standing 
on the sidewalk looking up at the burning 
building fled before it to places of safety. 
Some ran up the street, some down; all 
got out of the _— the stream. So great 
was its force tHat had it struck a man at 
so short a distance it would have knocked 
him down and fUYnbled him about and prob- 
aLly injured him severely. 

The hose seemed alive. It was whipping 
here and there, up and down and around 
furiously. Now it would belch half a ton 
of water against the windows and into the 
offices in the Merchants’ Exchange. Cir- 
cling about it would send a stream down 
the street. Then, suddenly veering it would 
shoot a straight tine of water up the side- 
walk to the north. 

As soon as it began to thrash about a 
fireman ran from the direction of the 
building and tackled it. He wrestled with 
it and it threw and beat him about as a 
powerful man who handles a boy. He 
would grasp it and it would toss him aside. 
Round and round he went after it, sticking 
to it munfully. Once he fell on it, but it 
wriggled from under him like a huge ser- 
pent and, swinging around in its tortuous 
circle, hit him a clip that brought him to 
his feet, rubbing his leg. Then he went 
aftef it again. It was like a fight between 
a monster that belched a powerful stream 
and a mere man. One could but admire 
the man’s persistence in the unequal fight. 
It was intensely exciting and was watched 
by a crowd of men who covered the broad 
flight of steps leading into the Merchants’ 
Exchange, well out of the water. Ex- 
clamations came from their lips epasmodic- 
ally and unconsciously, such as men utter 
at a supreme moment at a ball game. It 
had its ludicrous side also. The almost 
human gyrations, dodging, circling of the 
hose, and the efforts of the man to head it 
off and capture it, absorbed every mind, 
and the fire in the building on the other 
side of the narrow street was totally for- 


gotten. 

In a few moments other firemen ran out 
and tried to catch the runaway hose. They 
got it cornered against the curb, and three 
or four men fell on it bodily and held it 
down, and two or three others held on to 
it further back. Fire Chief Swingley had 
come up by this time, and was standing 
over the men. From his guestures he was 
evidently directing them what to do. 

Seeing that the water-belching monster 
had been captured I left the’ steps to get a 
nearer view of what the men were doing 
with the conquered thing.

FEARS TO FACE OLD FRIENDS 


SOOTHED BY THOUGHT THAT BID- 
DLE ESCAPED GALLOWS. 


Eminent Students of Mental Science 
Discuss the Woman’s Case, but 
Fail to Give a Reasonable 
Explanation of Her 
Conduct.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 5.—The thought 
that, though the means was death, she 
had assisted her lover, Edward Biddle, to 
escape the scaffold seemed to soothe Mrs. 
Soffel’s mind today. When she awoke in 
the morning she was caim and resigned. 
She remarked to the attendants in the 
hospital that she had accomplished her 
purpose and was ready to meet her fate. 

“I lie here’’ she moaned, and I try to real- 
ize how | came to do it. But I can’t.

It wasn’t that I was in 
love with Ed Biddle. It was that I was 
sorry for them both. That’s all. And they 
were innoceat.’’ ; 

Mrs. Soffel herself has no charm. Her 
black hair is braided in two long braids 
and combed back from a rather high, 
rounded forehead. Her teeth are very 


prominent, her chin weak, her eyes, which 
are a@ gray blue, are unduly protruding. 

Her face is big-boned and :ather fleshiess. 
But her voice has a gentleness, and her 
choice of words is not what one wouid 
expect in a woman who had picked out 
such men as the Biddies for companions. 
As she lies stretched out on her bed of ex- 
quisite suffering, Mrs. Soffel looks tall, but 
she is only 6 feet 6 inches.

The Beginning of 
William C. Whitney. 

“Mr. Whitney did not have any means to 
speak of when he came to New York from 
Conway, Mass., his virthplace, in 1864, to 
practice law. He turned out to be a good 
lawyer, joined the Democratic forces ar- 
rayed against the Tweed ring and was con- 


spicuous in the work of orgaaizing the 
Young Men's Democratic Club. In 1k69 he 
married Miss Flora Payne, daughter of 
Senator Payne of Ohio. who amaased an 
immense fortune through the Standard Oil 
C» In 18% he was ippsinted corporation 
counsel. Suits of immens3 importance were 
pending against the city, largely the out- 
growth of the Tweed rascalities. ‘There 
were 3800 of these suits, involving between 
#4',000,000 and $50,000,000. He fought these 
with tremendous energy, displaying an ag- 
gressiyeness that made him the ‘“strenu- 
ous’ office-holder of the times. He saved 
the city numberless millions, and could 
have retained the office fur an indefinite 
period, but resigned in 1882. 

When Mr, Cleveland was elected in 1884 
he appointed Mr. Whitney secretary of the 
navy. While in that position Mr. Whit- 
ney rejuverated the navy, giving the coun- 
try the firet modern steel] warships and lay- 
ing the foundation of the nation’s rise into 
a sea power of importance. 

Upon his retirement from the cabinet 
Mr. Whitney embarked on his hunt for 
milliors. LIle joined with Peter A. B. 
Widener and W. L. Elkins and formed the 
syndicate that got control of the roadway 
road after the downfall of Jacob Sharp. 
It was Mr. Whitney's idea to buy or lease 
all the other street car lines in the old city 
and bring them under one management. 
His scheme was fought and opposed in ev- 
ery conceivable way by rival companies, 
but one by one they surrendered until the 
last one of them, the Third Avenue, came 
under his control

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5,—Secretary Shaw |}

“If the surplus money in excess of $50,- 
000,000 working capital had been deposited 
in clearing house cities in proportion to the 
relative capital of each bank therein, with 
no other security than a prior lien upon the 
bank's assets, he government would ha‘ 
lost nothing, and if the government had 
realized 2. per cent upon the funds_so de- 
posited it would have received $32,000,000. 
Aided in this way the banks referred to 
would have been able to increase credit ac-

“This computation was made at the in- 
stance of my predecessor one year ago and 
was based upon quarterly rather than daily 
balances, 

“I hink some provision for the deposit 
of surplus funds belonging to the Unite 
States government with national banks 
upon security other than government bonds 
would be wise, though I doubt the limita- 
tions as to the amount of capital and sur- 
plus -contained in the bill. I also question 
the wisdom of mandatory provisions of 
law. On the contrary, I think there should 
generally be a fair latitude of discretion. 
Authority to act in a given line Is generally 
sufficient.”’

ONE SHOWS SKILL OF ANCIENTS 


The Other Is a Complete Collection of 
the Various Swords and Knives 
Used by Filipinos. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 7” 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—The National 
Museum has received within the past sev- 
eral days, through Profs. Holmes and Beck- 
with, two collections of more than ordinary 
interest. The first is a small collection from 
Mexico and Central America, received from 
parties employed in that field by the mu- 
seum. This colitction consists in part of 
five vases, unearthed from the ruined cities 
of Mitla, in southern Mexico, and Copan, 
In Honduras, and, according to Prof. 
Holmes, they are examples of the finest and 
rarest ware made by the ancient Mixtecs 


and Zapotecs. 

he workmanship on these vases repre- 
sents the highest degree of skill ever at- 
tained by the aboriginal races. Two of the 
vases are made to imitate copper or metal 
by a peculiar glaze given to the surface of 
each, and by a series of indentations resem- 
bling hammered or repousse metal work. 


The imitation is so perfect that one has to 


look twice to discover that the vase, which 
is vey thin and extremely hard, is made 
of clay. 

One of the vases from the ruins of Mitla 
is modeled in the form of a warrior wear- 
ing a headdress of feathers. It is bright 
red in color. Another vase of ivory-colored 
ware is modeled to represent an Indian 
priest offering a sacrifice. After the vases 
comes an altar stone from the same lo-

Jared McDonald was jthe great-grandfa- 
ter of Joseph Matin. At; that time he lived 
in Edinburgh, cotland, but afterward 
moved his family to this country, settling 


in Virginia, where he raised a small fam- 
ily. Mr. Matin has notified Joseph H. 
Choate, ambassador at the court of St. 
James, stating that complete records have 
been found proving that he is an heir, and 
entitled to his share of the estate. Matin 
is a poor farmer and has resided in this 
vicinity for 20 years. His share will be over 


$1,000,000.

GERMS BY THE BILLIONS 


House and Senate Chambers Found to 
Contain Every Known Kind of 
Disease Microbe. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—More kinds of 
disease germs have been found in the cap- 
itol by Architect Wood than exist in the 
average bacteriological laboratory. He has 
secured the bacteria of lockjaw. tuberculo- 
sis, typhoid, influertza and many other dis- 
eases. The house has produced 23 germs of 
various kinds to seven found in the Senate 
chamber, 

Architect Wood has been conducting an 
investigation of the ventilation of the Senate 
and House. He placed sterilized gelatine 
plates in various parts of the capitol. Ina 
plece of carpet taken from the floor of the 
House he found several million germs, the 
influenza microbe perdominating. Mr. 
Woods found he Lad some of almost all the 
known germs. 


EVADING EXCHANGE ON CHECKS 


New York Banks, Called to Order, for 
Violating Agreement to Charge 
for Exchange. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—New York clearing- 
house banks have lost many thousands of 
dcllars recently through evasion of the 
clearing-house rule adopted three years ag0, 
which puts a tariff of one-tenth and one- 


quarter of ome per cent, according to dis- 
tance, on the collection of all checks drawn 
on out-of-town banks and which pass 
through New York banks. 

The practice has grown to such an extent 
that attention has been called to the arti- 
cle of the constitution of the clearing house 
which imposes a heavy penalty on any 
bank which collects money on checks with- 
out charging the tariff prescribed. 

In order to stop the pffctice a circular 
has been sent out by the clearing-house 
committee to all banks that are members 
of the association calling attention tq the 
penalty.

BOAT WAS TOWING COAL 


Craft Took Fire Following the Explo- 
_sion in the Monongahela River 
at Pittsburg. 


PITTSBURG, Pa, Feb. 5.-—By the ex- 
plosion of the boilers on the towboat John 
WW. Ailes, owned by the Monogahela River 
Cosolidated Coal and Coke Co., near Lock 
Wo. 2, at 1:30 o’clock thia morning, one man 
was killed outright, four probably fatally 
injured and several are still missing. Six 
ethers were rescued from the icy waters.

The boat immediately took fire and burned 
rapidly that all who were able were 
orced to take to the river. In a few 
minutes the towboat Vulcan was on the 
scene, with a full crew of men, and nearly 
were rescued. The injured were brought 
© Pittsburg and seven of them are now at 
Mercy Hospital. 
Four of these are reported to be in a 
erous condition, and may not recover. 
e hospital authorities, however, are un- 
able to give the names. 
The Ailes was completely destroyed. The 
loss ie piaced at $25,000.

LONDON, Feb. 5.—The British pursuit of 
Gen. De Wet has been successful to the 
extent that his last gun has been captured 
and Commandant Wessels, one of his prin- 
cipal lieutenants, has been routed. Lord 


Kitchener sent the news In a dispatch

BICYCLIST'S TRIP 
TO DAWSON CITY 


JOHN JOHNSON TOOK A RUN RE- 
QUIRING NERVE. 


TEMPERATURE WAS 22 BELOW. 


He Made the Trip From Skagway to 
White Pass in Two Hours, and 
Will Go On. 


SUMMIT, WHITEAPASS, Feb. 1.—In the 
teeth of a strong and bitterly cold north 
wind, with the thermometer registering 22 
degrees below zero, and astride of a bicycle, 
John Johnson, with icicles over a foot long 
hanging from his mustache, pedaled over 
the track of the White Pass & Yukon Rail- 
way, having left Skagway, bound for Daw- 
son, at 10 a. m., making the trip of twenty- 


one miles in two hours. He met with delays 
occasioned by his having to open and close 
the snowshed doors through which he had 
to pass, or the time would have been con- 
siderably less. 

Such a journey at this season of the year 
on a wheel calls for nerve, and there are 
few who would think of attempting it. 
Between walls of snow from five to fif- 
teen feet in height—through which the ro- 
tary hews its way daily in advance of the 
passenger train, along the very brink of a 
canyon of dizzy depth, and across steel 
bridges, one of which spans a gorge nearly 
1000 feet wide and over 200 feet deep, to 
take such a trip on a wheel in the weather 
that now prevails here requires unusual 
courage. 

From Skagway to Dawson by way of 
White Pass the distance is nearly 500 miles, 
and Johnsor ~xpects to reach his destina- 
tion within @@@ days. Last week two prom- 
inent Dawsoniies came out from Dawson to 
White Horse on their bicycles, and found 
the trail in fine condition. Nothing could be 
more significant in the improvements in the 
modes of travel since 1897 and 1898, when 
scores of unfortunates lost their lives in 
attempting to reach the gold fields of the 
Klondike while on the trail between Skag- 
wavy and the summit here. 

The new year was ushered in with the 
thermometer registering 22 degrees below 
zero, just 12 degrees colder than at any 
time since Winter set in. The season so far 
has been an exceptionally mild one, and 
the snowfall much less than usual, there 
being not more than five feet on the level. 
Owing to the strong north and soyth winds 
that usually prevail here the snow drifts 
mountain high and the railway company 
has to keep the rotary on the go to keep 
the track clear. They have now -between 
5) and 75 men stationed hére for fighting 
snow, and are thoroughly equipped for the 
roughest kind of weather. 

The scene here from a “snow standpoint” 
is a most beautiful one. From the loftiest 
mountain peaks that rise for thousands 
of feet tn bewildering confusion, down to 
the deenest depths of the canyon, all is 
shrouded in a mantle of snow. The ever- 
present snowshed, resembling huge boxes 
minus the ends, all the buildings, the 
telegraph and telephone poles, all are 
thickly coated with frost and snow. Even 
the wires sag down Hike huge cables, 
coated with from a few inches to a foot ef 
srov A few davs ago a snowslide Jemol- 
ished about 50 feet of one of the snow- 
shes near here. There was no delay to 
trains, however, as a large force of men 
was soon busily engaged in making the 
necessary repairs.
